REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County : 


The Commissioners of Hillsborough County submit their 
annual report with the reports of all other officers of the 
county for the inspection of the citizens for the year end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1897.as required by the Public Statutes. 

For the financial condition of the county we would refer 
you to the treasurer’s report. We desire alsoto call your 
attention to the reports of the Superintendent of the 
county farm, almshouse and house of correction, County 
Physician, Chaplain, Sheriff, Jailor, Solicitor, Clerk of the 
Supreme Court and Auditors. 

The superintentence of the farm, alimshouse aud house 
of correction at Grasmere has been continued under the 
supervision of Mr. and Mrs. H. K. Libbey who we believe 
have the interest of the county in mind as well as the 
wellfare of the inmates. The management, discipline and 
care of those under their charge in the several depart- 
ments we believe cannot be equaled in any institution in 
the state. 

The increase of inmates during the past year especially- 
in the insane building has necessitated the finishing of ad- 
ditional rooms and other improvements that could not be 
helped in order to provide for their comfort. A slaughter 
house and place for the swine in winter we were obliged to 
build suitable for the purpcse. The changing of the high- 
way in front of the buildings has made an extra expense. 
All these improvements have been charged to the running 
expenses of the farm when they might rightly have been 
charged to permanent improvements which would have re- 
duced the expenses of the farm during the year conse- 
quently the average price for board of inmates. 
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The average increase of inmates at the almshouse has 
unavoidably increased the expenses and with the amount 
paid out for the maintenance of the poor in the cities and 
towns of the county has exceeded last year owing to cir- 
cumstances beyond the control of the commissioners. The 
Legislature of 1897 amended the law ‘“‘settlement of 
paupers’’ so that practically all ‘‘formerly’’ city and town 
paupers now are county charges. We believe the amount 
expended throughout the county the past year has been 
less than the year preceeding but the changing of the 
Statutes has increased the amount paid by the county and 
no provision was made for the commissioners to meet this 
extra expense. The law passed at the session of the 
Legislature of 1895 and amended in 1897 which the com- 
missioners are forbidden to keep at the farm any minor 
children has increased the number of children to be cared 
for by the county and considerably added to the expenses 
for which no appropriation was made. ‘The commissioners 
have tried to conform with the law as far as possible al- 
though we believe not one child has been benefited by the 
change made. 

The commissioners desire to call the attention of the 
citizens of the several towns in the county that have not 
adopted the system of electing an overseer of the poor in- 
dependent of the selectmen to do so as nearly all the 
paupers now in the several towns are county’ charges we 
believe it is to the advantage of the county and the town. 
We also desire to call to the overseers of the poor in the 
several cities and towns their attention to Chapters 83, 84, 
85 and Chapter 27, Section 11 of the Public Statutes. 

As long as these laws are on the Statute books we must 
insist that they will be obeyed if they expect the county to 
pay the bills contracted. We cordially invite and believe 
it is the duty of the overseers of the poor in the cities and 
towns in the county to visit the institution at Grasmere 
also become familiar with the laws relative to the care 
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and relief of the poor as they will then be better able to 
discharge the duties pertaining to their office. 

The old county farm at Wilton has been an extra ex- 
pense to the county until disposed of by the special com- 
mittee appointed by the county delegation. It was sold 
Oct. 7, 1897 by auction for $7100. ‘Taking the location of 
the farm and condition of the buildings we think the 
county can be congratulated on the sale and price received. 

We wish to thank Rev. J. A. Bailey and Fr. David Fitz- 
gerald for their interest in the spiritual welfare of the in- 
mates in the institution at Grasmere, also Frank Blaisdell, 
M. D., who has so kindly looked after the sick and afflicted 
We also appreciate the kindness and interest taken by 
all officers connected with the institution. 

We respectfully invite all citizens of the county to visit 
the institution at their convenience. 

PALL: 

The commissioners have made several visits at the 
county jail during the year and in retaining Captain 
Wadsworth and Mrs. Wadsworth we believe was good 
judgment on the part of Sheriff Doane. ‘The institution 
could not be in better hands. We always found the best 
of order and discipline. Good food furnished the inmates 
and in every department we could see Captain and Mrs. 
Wadsworth believe ‘‘Cleanliness is next to Godliness.’’ 

In the foregoing report we have taken especial care to 
itemize the several bills paid by us and classify them 
under the several departments so that the taxpayers of the 


county can see where their money has been expended and 
what for.

GENTLEMEN :—We have come to the end of another 
financial year, the second since the institution has been 
moved to its present location, and the second since I was 
appointed your medical officer; and in accordance with 
the custom of my predecessors I herewith present my an- 
nual report. 

You will see, by comparing the statistical reports of 
this year with those of the previous one, that our death 
rate has been materially lessened, there having been a de- 
crease in the death rate of two and one-half per cent. My 
relation with the Commissioners, Superintendent and 
Matron, and with all the officers, from the highest to the 
lowest, have been very pleasant, and I here return them 
thanks for the many kindnesses received.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the Connty of 
Fiillsborough : 


At the date of my last report in December, 1896, there 
were forty-six cases upon the State docket. At the Janu- 
ary term, 1897, eighty-three indictments were found and 
eighteen appealed cases were entered. At the May term, 
1897, one hundred and fifty-three indictments were found 
and five appealed cases were entered. At the last Sep- 
tember term seventy-nine indictments were found and 
fifteen appealed cases were entered; making a total of 
three hundred and fifty-three new cases to deal with. 
These, together with the forty-six continued cases, have all 
been disposed of during the year, with the exception of 
sixteen cases which will go forward to the coming January 
term. No civilsuits have been brought. The civil case 
of Libbey against the County, is still pending upon the 
Rockingham County docket. Of the four cases pending 
- in the law term, in December, 1896, two have been decided 
in favor of the State, one in favor of the respondent, and 
in one the exceptions were withdrawn and judgment given 
for the State. The case in which the decision was in favor 
of the respondent was one of the several cases against 
Joseph C. Moore ; and one of the cases decided in favor of 
the State, and the one in which the exceptions were with- 
drawn, were both against the same party, in each of which 
last two cases the respondent was sentenced to aterm of 
two years in the State Prison, so that the adverse decision

in the one case did not result in additional expense nor de- 
lay the cause of justice. The above sentences were im- 
posed April 1st last, and closed what had been a protracted 
and expensive series of trials to the County. The cases 
were, however, of such a nature and the nature of the de- 
fense such, that delays and expense could not be avoided- 

The only case of homicide in the County occuring during 
the year to which attention has been called, was that of 
Mrs. Harriet A. Woodward of Wilton, who was found lying 
dead on the floor in the kitchen of her house, situated about 
two miles east from Greenville Village, on the morning of 
July 3d, with a bullet wound in the left side of her neck. 
Near the left hand, a-pistol was lying. She was last seen 
alive on the preceding Thursday evening by a neighbor. 
An autopsy of the body was madeand an inquest was held. 
It was found that the bullet had shattered the spinal ver- 
tebrae and pierced the spinal cord ; and that death was in- 
stantaneous from this cause. ‘The deceased was left-hand- 
ed; but there was nothing in the direction or path of the 
wound that enabled the doctors to say whether the pistol at 
the time of the fatal shot, was in her hand or in the hand 
of another. ‘The deceased lived alone ina farm-house with 
no neighbor nearer than a quarter of a mile; but she had 
been seen and talked with by severalneighbors and friends 
within a few days of her decease, and to them appeared to 
be in usual health and spirits. It was generally believed 
that murder had been committed, and a careful search and 
inquiry was instituted in behalf of the State, to learn the 
whereabouts of every person, against whom suspicion was 
directed, from the time she was last seen alive to the time 
she was found dead. A reward was offered by the town of 
Wilton and an additional reward by relatives and friends, 
for information that should lead to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the person that caused her death. The combined 
efforts of her friends and of the State, have so far, proved

Convention met in Representatives’ hall after the morn- 
ing session. The chairman being absent, on motion, Mr. 
Bales of Wilton was elected chairman of the meeting. 
The following resolution offered by Mr. Harvey of Man- 
chester was unanimously adopted. 


Resolved, That a special committee consisting of the 
county commissioners and five members of this convention 
to be named by the chairman of this convention before ad- 
journment of the present session of the Legislature be and 
the same is duly appointed and constituted, with full power 
and authority to sell at public auction or private sale, as 
said special committee shall deem most desirable, all the 
land and buildings comprised in the old county farm at 
Wilton. And upon the consumation of such sale, the 
county commissioners be and are hereby empowered to 
execute and deliver in the name of the county all proper 
and necessary deeds and other papers—the five members 
of said special committee, appointed from this convention 
shall receive for the time spent for such purpose, the same 
compensation as a county commissioner, and all the ex- 
pense of such sale shall be paid out of the puedes price 
received for said old county farm.

NOTICE TO OVERSEERS OF THE POOR 


To the Overseers of the Poor of the Cities and several Towns 
in Hillsborough County - 


Your attention is directed to an Act of 1897, in amend- 
ment of Section 6 of Chapter 83 of the Public Statutes of 
New Hampshire, as follows, viz: 

‘‘ No town shall be lable for the support of any person, 
unless he, or the person under whom he derives his settle- 
ment, shall have wholly gaineda settlement therein during 
the ten years last preceding the date of application for sup- 
port.”’ 

Also Sections 2, 5 and 6 of Chapter 85 of the Public 
Statutes, as follows: 

SECTION 2. The County Commissioners may make 
_ needful orders and regulations for the removal of county 
paupers to the county poorfarm, or any other place by them 
designated ; and no town shall be entitled to compensation 
for the support of a county pauper after notice of, and neg- 
lect to comply with, such order. 

SECTION 5. ‘The Overseers of the Poor shall take and 
transmit to the County Commissioners, within thirty days 
after the expenditures were made, the affidavit of every 
pauper on whose account they were made, if the pauper is 
capable, otherwise of some well informed person, as to the 
pauper’s age, place of birth, places of residence, time of 
residence in each place, and the time when and the place 
where he or any of his family have been relieved or sup- 
ported. 

SECTION 6. It shall be the duty of the County Com- 
missioners to contract with the Overseers of the Poor of a 
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Town for the support of any County paupers therein who 
have resided for a long time or have local associations in 
such town and desire to remain there, if it is thought best 
to do so, and the cost of such support wll not exceed one 
dollar and fifty cents a week for each pauper. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 84, Sec- 
tions 9, 10, 11, and request you to see that the provisions 
of said statutes are complied with before furnishing aid 
at the expense of the County. 

You are requested to present to the County Commission- 
ers during the first week of each term of Court, all item- 
ized claims in duplicate, which your Town or City may 
have against the County, accompanied by proper vouchers 
for all payments charged therein, and an affidavit of the 
claimant or some one in his behalf, that the same is a just 
and true account., See ‘Sections 9, 10, 11, Chaptere2a7sas 
the General Statutes. 


PUBLIC STATUTES. 


CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT 
SOLDIERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE 
SOLDIERS’ HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 


SEctT. 9. Whenever any person, resident in this state, 
who enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned 
and served as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in 
the army or navy of the United States, in the war of the 
Rebellion, and who received an honorable discharge, not 
being under guardianship or legal restraint, shall become 
poor and unable to provide maintenance for himself and 
dependent family, such person, his wife, widow, or minor 
children, or such of the children as are unable to maintain 
themselves, shall be supported at the public expense in the 
town or city of their abode, at their own home or any such 
_ place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the over- 
seers of the poor or county commissioners shall deem right 
and proper, but no person shall receive aid under the pro- 
visions of this section unless he has resided. in this state 
three years or more before making application for such 
aid; and no person shall, while receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section, use intoxicating liquor to an ex- 
tent, which shall render him incapable of working at his 
usual occupation ; and no person receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section shall sell any article furnished 
him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, nor 
share any such aid with any persons other than those 
above named as being entitled to the benefit of these pro- 
visions. Any person receiving aid under the provisions 
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of this section, who receive a pension from the United 
States government, shall, while receiving such aid, apply 
the pension to the support of himself and dependent family, 
and shall, when requested, furnish to the overseers of the 
poor or the county .commissioners satisfactory proof that 
such pension has beet. so applied. Any person applying 
for such aid shall, when requested, furnish to the county 
commissioners or the overseers of the poor thé certificate 
of a reputable physician, resident in the county in which 
he lives, as to the incapacity on his part to perform manual 
labor. Neglect by any person applying for or receiving 
aid under the provisions of this section to comply with the 
foregoing provisions and conditions of this section so tar 
as such person 1s concerned, and such person may be sup- 
ported at the town or county almshouse. 

SECT. 10. The expense of support furnished-under the 
provisions of the preceding seetion shall be kept and re- 
ported in a separate account under the head- of ‘‘Aid 
furnished to dependent soldiers and their families,’’ and 
not in the general pauper account, but shall be recoverable 
of the person, town or county liable therefor as in other 
cases.” Z 

Secr. 11. Tne county commissioners or the overseers 
of the poor of any town may require any person..applying 
for aid under the provisions of section nine of this chapter, 
who is eligible for admissicn, to make application for ad- 
mission to the New Hanipshire Soldiers’ Home, in case he 
has no family or settled place of abcde, whenever in their 
discretion they deem it best ; and if such person refuses to 
make such application, or if admitted refuses to go to said — 
soldiers’ home, the county or town shall be relieved from 
the provisions of the two preceeding sections so far as such 
person is concerned, and he may be supported at the 
county or town alinshouse. i 

*This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from the en- 


grossed bill. Such references are made to it in the engrossed blll that it is evi- 
aent the legislature intended it shonld be a part of the law.
